Mr, Mann—No, sir; for they are sworn to keep
seoret their own and thelr fellows’ connsel; bul
I see no reason why the prosecuating ofMcer
should not be examined, However, we propose
to doall we oan, and as your Honors will not
permit ns to examine the Distriot Atlorney, we
will proceed Lo examine tueoflicers of the Conrt
who were In attendance npon the Graond Jury.

Mr, Mann—The bhooks are very clear that
gur b proceeding as Lthe one we complained of 1s
unlawful, and If we cannobl get at the proof of
1t for its correctlon, If & wrong may be com-
miited by & Grand Jury, and the law prevents
1ts deteotion, then 1 say, with all due respect Lo
the Court, thia talk of an Moglish grand jary
belng the bulwark of liberty 1s all bosh,

Mr, O'dyrne here proposed o continue tho
matter nntil to-morrow, but the Court elected
1o dispose of it at onoe, Julge Brewster glving
it as his opinton that no grand juror or other
witness could be called to prove what was sald
before the Grand Jury, but that the rale did not
apply so rigldly as (o third rart-le-. who might
be uesrd to prove that the Grand Jury ex-
aminedn wife aﬁ;lust her husband, er that they
had recelved bribes,

Judge Ludiow concurred in thig opinion so
far as 1L held that the aMdavit of a grand jaror

He desmed

the saceident entirely wuan
avoldable, Toue other wilness coold far.

They fortupately perceived them
moving previous 1o thelr [all, and, giviug the
alarin, ran out of the wayv, Plenly of men were
employed, so that the agoldent wus nol dae Lo
any want of help, The rafters were lo thelr
places, nnd the men were about dedscendliong
when lhe accident ook place, The testimony
glven removes the blame from any person, and
esiablisbes the fact that no human foresight
conld have prevented Lie Rovldent,

betore and while it remsined under the sway of
the Czar of sll the Hasslas, “Know thy
osn coantry” 1% but ao amplidention of the
old Gieck maxim “*Kuvow thysclf,” and hence
evervikiug that can add to our information ks
to the precise character ol our new acquisitioa,
1is historyl and Ite population, shoull bas re-
ceived wish thankfolness and stadled with sisi-
duity. The charncter ot a popalation, esprctully
of n wild, uneivilized people ke the American
Iudinus of all grades and tribes, is best pacer-
tained from its ponnments aud relics, These

New York Historieal Soclety has already been,
by its officers, raspecting a portion of this
vilusble eollection, valuable as a menns to trace
the history of the sbo igines of this conntry,
and itisto be hoped that either this S00ELY or
coaie other public institation of this ety (the
Cooper Union, for instance) may azquire it for
the nonefit of the people at large.
